The 
writer pointed out that these seven 
carriers will bring the British navy 
to within 25,000 tons of the limit 
prescribed by the Washington con- 
ference.

these ships, excp.pt the "Hermes," 
have boon transformed from other 
types, and it is frankly stated that 
to meet the demands 
of 
future 


naval warfare, some of these, adopt- 
ed carriers may soon .be scrapped 
and replaced by new ships care- 
fully designed to embody all the 
practical features found to bo de- 
sirable as a result of exhaustive ex- 
periments with carriers during the 
past five years.

Preas And Bar In Law Reform 


T 


HEY have been discussing the relations of the press 


to the administration of justice in Philadelphia pre- 


liminary to the annual meeting of the American Bar As- 
sociation. 


Wilson M. 
Powell, a lawyer evidently, says it is 


time for constructive effort in meeting "the licentiousness 
of the press and its influence over public opinion in mat- 
ters of which it knows little or nothing." To which Editor 
Casper H. Yost of St. Louis replies: 


"The instruments of justice and of law enforcement 


thruout America are manacled by a preposterous system 
of criminal jurisdiction that gives-crime every advant- 
age over justice and creates the disgraceful paradox that 
law often cannot be enforced because the law will not 
permit its enforcement." 


As against the lawyer's position on this scandalous 


prevalence of crime in America and its causes the posi- 
tion of the newspaper man will have to stand. 
He can 


appeal for support to a long list of eminent jurists, begin- 
ning with the present Chief Justice of the United States 
and going down. 
They practically admit the justice of 


the editor's indictment. 


Simplification of procedure is needed. 
Penalizing 


frivolous appeals is needed. 
Denial of new trials for 


petty reasons is needed. Other measures are needed to 
end these law's "delays which amount to a denial of jus- 
tice more often than not, and are thus so fruitful of 
'crime. These are reforms which are up to the courts to 
institute, and for their continued absence the press is in 
no wise responsible. 


When the law and its administration have been 


made so complicated and involved and technical that 
anybody outside of the legal profession can know "little 
or nothing" about it,xit is vtime to bring the law and its 
processes back down within the common understanding 
where they belong.

~] OOD of the right kind plays a most important 
\ part in our lives. 


One disease which really is the result of 


eating improper food, is scurvy. This disease is the 
one most often found among people who do not eat 
well-balanced meals and in those who through force 
of circumstances get no fresh vegetables and fruits. 
Unsanitary living conditions do much to aggravate 
this trouble. 


Scurvy is characterized by a chain of symptoms 


seldom found together in any other disease.

It is generally recognized that scurvy is neither infectious nor con- 


tagious, that it is equally prevalent among- all races and ages of

people, that dirt and environment or 
occupation aru the principal contrib- 
utory causes. 


The first symptoms noticed in this 


disease are mental depression, loss 
of strength, lohs of flesh and decided 
changes in tho digestive system. 
Following these symptoms many oth- 
ers appear in rapid succession. 


The mucous membranes become 


inflamed, 
tho gums bleed easily, 


hemorrhages appear without reason 
under tho skin, the breath is fetid, 
tho skin has a bluish-gray or dirty 
look, and as the disease progresses 
many other serious symptoms are 
noticed. 
Since scurvy is a preventable dis- 


ease, the treatment must consist of 
perfect hygienic conditions and prop- 
er food. 
Such medication as may 


be necessary tho doctor will pre- 
scribe. 
I have already mentioned the lack 


of fresh foods as a cause of scurvy. 


The first thing to do after remov- 


ing the scurvy patient to a well-ven- 
tilated, clean and sunny room, is to 
give thought to the diei.
